Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of limitations to warrant a 
rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. 

Specifically regarding independent claims 1 and 30, none of the prior art alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of a contact lens including a distance vision zone and a 
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rotationally-asymmetrical progressive zone that provides a power addition profile, along the 
vertical meridian, as disclosed, specifically wherein the power addition profile of the 
rotationally-asymmetrical progressive zone is defined by two or more linear functions of either 
equation 1 or equation 2 or equation 3. 

Specifically regarding independent claims 19 and 48, none of the prior art alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of a contact lens including a distance vision zone and a 
rotationally-asymmetrical progressive zone in a central optical zone as disclosed, specifically 
wherein a blending zone extends outwardly from and is tangent to the central optical zone, 
wherein a peripheral zone surrounds the blending zone, and a boundary zone circumscribes and 
is tangent to the peripheral zone in combination with the peripheral zone having a thickness 
profile as claimed.
